Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1-12, 14 and 17-19 are allowed.

Regarding claim 19, the prior art of record failed to disclose or fairly suggest 
retrofitting a dialer representation on a title bar of a window of the at least one 
application program lacking telephony capabilities only when the at least one application 
program is active to provide the telephony capabilities to the at least one application 
program.
